STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

This action is in response to arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed 6 June 2005 
and further in response to an interview between the examiner and Rosemary Kellogg in which 
claim amendments were agreed upon. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 7 September 2004 under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, first paragraph are withdrawn in view of the arguments presented in the Appeal Brief. 
The arguments and examiner's amendments below place the pending claims in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 33, 44-49, 51-54 56-58 are in condition for allowance. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to methods for detecting cancer, psoriasis or atherosclerosis by 
exposing tissue to a nucleic acid ligand having specificity to tenascin-C i.e. SEQ ID NO: 4-65 
and detecting the ligand to detect the disease. The prior art teaches the well-known 
expression of tenascin-C in cancer, psoriasis or atherosclerosis and detection using antibodies 
to tenascin-C (see Appeal Brief, page 9). However, the prior art does not teach or instantly 
claimed method using SEQ ID NO: 4-65.
